The decision of the Roumanian Government 
to denounce the commércia! treaty with Greece, 
which was communicated to the Hellenis\ 
Government by a janior member of the Rou- © 
manian diplomatic service,—a needless’ piece 
of rudeness,—inaugerates a war of reprisals, an * 
armed conflict being excluded owing to geo- 
graphical” obstacles which prevent the employ- 
ment of the powerfal Roumanian army.
